“Now that the consultations 
have ended, I felt it a national duty 
to make room for others to put 
into practice the results of these 
consultations and thus derided to 
resign ” be added. 

“And in view of the current cir- 
cumstances, I place the gov- 
ernment's resignation at the dis- 
posal of your excellency so that 
you may decide when best to 
announce its acceptance,” Dr. 
Hoss said. 

The premier concluded by 
expressing full confidence that 
Lebanon would be “saved” 
should the national accord prin- 
ciples which he took part in draw- 
ing up, be implemented. 

According to press reports. Dr. 
Hoss chose to step down after the 
consultations indicated the var- 
ious leaders favoured the setting 
up of a national coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Dr. Boss's government has con- 
centrated on restoring security to 
the streets of Lebanon and repair- 
ing the heavy damage suffered by 
public sendees during the 1975-76 
dvfl war. 

But the articulate, soft-spoken 
prime minister has not gained 
much ground in his effort to bring 
together Lebanon's waning fac- 
tions, each of which maintains its 
own well-equipped private army.

Yamani doubts meeting's outcome 

OPEC aides to seek structure 
stabilising world crude prices 


ALGIERS, June 7 (R)--Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Yamapi arrived in Algiers today 
and said he doubted whether an 
OPEC meeting next Monday 
would resiore a unified structure 
stabilising world oil prices. “I 
think it is too early to achieve that 
now,” Sheikh Yamani told repor- 
ters at the airport. 

Members of the 1 3-nation 
OPEC (Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) 
abandoned a unified price in 
1979. It had been based on an 
agreed rate for Saudi crude with 
differentials to reflect different 
qualities of oil. 


The price structure failed when 
Iranian output slumped following 
the fail of the Shah leading to a 
world shortage in which producers 
scrambled to sell at what the mar- 
ket would bear. Prices now range 
from the moderate Saudis' $28 a 
barrel to close to $40. 

One obstacle to a unified price 
is that, at $28. Saudi crude is 
underpriced and the oil industry- 
had been speculating that Sheikh 
Yamani might offer at Monday's 
meeting to raise it and also to trim 
Saudi output.

Ceausescu calls 
for Soviet pullout 
from Afghanistan 


VIENNA, June 7 (R)— Romanian 
President Nicoiae Ceausescu 
today stepped up pressure on tbe 
Kremlin over Afghanistan, calling 
for an international agreement 
that would lead to the withdrawal 
of Soviet troops. 

Tbe president said the Kremlin 
should pull back its troops in con- 
junction with the end of outside 
support rather than afterwards^ 
tbe official Romanian News 
Agency reported. 

The Soviet position has been 
that what it calls Western aggres- 
sion must end before the Kremlin 
would consider troop withdrawals 
from Afghanistan. 

“Most resolute action should be 
undertaken towards a political 
solution in Afghanistan that 
would lead to tbe cessation of sup- 
port granted to anti -govern mental 
forces and, at the same time, to the 
withdrawal of Soviet military 
units,” Mr. Ceausescu was quoted 
as saying at a Romanian- 
Bulgarian friendship meeting. 

He told tbe meeting, which was 
held following a six-day visit to 
Romania by Moscow’s staunch 
ally President Todor Zhivkov of 
Bulgaria, that a political solution 
was necessary “irrespective of the 
opinions oo the cause of the 
events.” 

President Zhivkov, at the end of 
his visit, defended foe Kremlin 
intervention in Afghanistan with- 
out mentioning any withdrawal of 
Soviet forces. 

■ “The Afghan revolution was 
and is feeing strong external 
aggression,” he was quoted as say- 
ing by the- Bulgarian News 
Agency. “The legitimate 
revolutionary government of that 
oountry asked tbe Soviet Union 
for help and die. Soviet Union 
rendered ft." 

Although the two presidents 
had several talks on international 
questions, official reports did not 
mention Afghanistan as one of 
their topics. 

The Soviet Union has accused 
the United States, Pakistan and 
China of aiding the Afghan rebels 


and called on them to slop such 
assistance and pledge to guarantee 
Afghanistan's security. 

Mr. Ceausescu, 6 1 , wfll travel to 
France next month for talks on 
Afghanistan with French Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard (TEstang, 
who made a surprise visit to War- 
saw last month to discuss the 
intervention with Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev. 

The Romanian president also 
called today for a peaceful sol- 
ution to the holding of 53 Ameri- 
can hostages in Iran. 

“Romania firmly declares itself 
for the observance of Iran’s inde- 
pendence and sovereignty, for the 
solution of problems existing bet- 
ween tbe United States and Iran, 
the hostage issue included,” he 
told the meeting. 

Meanwhile, travellers arriving 
in New Delhi from the Afghan 
capital said today hundreds of 
Afghans have abandoned their 
homes to escape a fierce battle 
raging near Kabul between Soviet 
troops and Muslim insurgents. 

An Afghanistan traveller con- 
firmed earlier reports of Soviet 
forces massing outside Kabul to 
prevent as offensive by rebels 
reported to be barely 20 
kilometres from the city. 

The traveller said fighting was 
heaviest in Charikar and 
Qarabagh, towns in Panvan pro- 
vince north of Kabul. 

An Indian businessman said he 
had heard from reliable sources 
that Soviet troops had ringed vil- 
lages outside Kabo! to search for 
rebels fighting the Soviet-backed 
Afghan government . Villagers 
were bringing their cattle to Kabul 
,in trucks, he added. 

One Afghan traveller said fight- 
ing continued yesterday on the 
Paghman mountain range west of 
Kabul and added that local resi- 
dents had told him many civilians 
had died. 

An Afghan helicopter pilot told 
an Indian settler he was flying an 
average of almost 10 dead Soviet 
soldiers a day into Kabul from 
nearby areas.

Today’s meeting followed a 
ten-day congress of Mr. Arafat's 
Fateh group, the biggest of the 
eight commando groups under the 
PLO umbrella. 

The congress ended here last 
Sunday with a statement calling 
for the dismantling of Israel in 
favour of a democratic state of the 
whole of Palestine.

Dr. Man a Said Al 
Oteiba, asked how optimistic he 
was about achieving a unified 
price at Algiers, told reporters; “I 
doubt it really. But we will do our 
best” 

Iraqi Oil Minister Tayeh Abdul 
Karim indicated he would be con- 
cerned with possible production 
cuts, telling reporters; "We have 
to balance production and 
demand.” 

Oil output at present exceeds 
consumption by about two million 
barrels per day and Sheikh 
Yamani has predicted that by the 
end of the year, or early in 1981, 
oil prices wall plunge. 

Oil industry experts believe it is 
possible that the Saudis will allow 
the glut to develop, keeping their 
own output high, so as to force 
down the highest of the OPEC 
prices and bring about pricing 
uniformity that way, rather than 
through a compromise at Algiers. 

Ahead of Monday’s OPEC 
meeting, oil ministers of the 
nine-nation Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OAPEC) are holding a session in 
Algiers at which, OAPEC 
Secretary -General Dr. Ahmad 
Ali Attiga said the main item was a 
proposal to build a dry dock in the 
Mediterranean. He said the likely 
location was Algeria. He said one 
proposal was to build two dry- 
docks of over 200,000 tonnes

Three members of the deleg- 
ation returned to New York last 
night and had some of their docu- 
ments confiscated by customs offi- 
cials.

West Bank deportees leave 


Washington on U.S. tour

WASHINGTON, June 7-Three 
deported West Bank leaders left 
here today for the next phase of a 
13-city tour of the United States 
designed to present their views 
before the American people. 

Halhoul Mayor Mohammad 
MUhem and Islamic Judge Sheikh 
Rajab Tamimi are scheduled to 
arrive in Chicago later this after- 
noon, where they will meet with 
city officials and members of a 
large group of Arab Americans 
originally from Halhoul. Mayor 
Fahd Qawasmi of Hebron is en 
route to Knoxville, Tennessee, 
where he will meet with various 
civic organisations. 

A spokesman at the Palestine 
Information Office in Washington 
said it was necessary to divide the 
busy itinerary among the group in 
order to meet with as many 
American groups as possible. The 
travel plans also include stops in 
San Francisco, Houston. Dallas. 
Phoenix. Denver and some other 
cities not yet revealed. Palestinian 
National Council organisers of the 
deported leaders’ schedule are 
keeping some details of the itiner- 
ary from the public as a security 


The group will meet back in 
Washington Sunday. June 15, 
which is Father's Day in the 
United States, for a ‘’mayor's 
march to return home" to begin at 
Dupont Circle and continue 
through the streets of Washing- 
ton. Palestine officials here anti- 
cipate a large number of par- 
ticipants, including the possible 
appearance of some American 
congressmen and other officials 
sympathetic to the deported lead- 
ers’ plight. 

Following the clay's events the 
three West Bank* leaders are 
scheduled to return to New York 
for meetings with United Nations 
Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim and other U.N. officials to 
discuss possible means of imple- 
menting two Security Council 
resolutions calling for Israel to 
allow' the men to return to their 
homes and their jobs. 

The three deportees today 


appealed to the European 
Economic Community (EEC) for 
action to pressure the United 
States and Israel into ending the 
Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank. They said, in a letter to the 
London Times that the occupation 
was driving Israel into “ever more 
brutal repression and the Pales- 
tinians into ever more violent 
reaction." 

“The only remedy is to remove 
the source of the poison and to 
remove it wholly,” said the lead- 
ers. They said Britain and the 
eight other EEC countries had 
rightly emphasised the need for 
Israel to end its 13-year occu- 
pation. “But what is needed from 
Europe now is not just more 
words," they said. “The Pales- 
tinian people suffering under 
occupation in the West Bank and 
Gaza look to you for concrete 
action to bring this message home 
to America and Israel."

AMMAN — The Palestine people 
has more than doubled in size 
since the exodus of 1948 and 
could double 3gain by the end of 
the century, according to the 

United Nations Economic Com- 
mission for Western Asia. 

Now estimated to be about 3.2 
million, the population will, if cur- 
rent trends continue, exceed four 
million by 1985, five million by 
1990 and six million by the year 
2000. Population pressure is a’fac- 
tor that has to be taken into 
account by the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees in the Near 
East (UNRWA), which has 1.8 
million Palestinians on its books as 
registered refugees. 

For relief purposes, UNRWA’s 
working definition of a Palestine 
refugee is a person whose normal 
residence was Palestine for at least 
two years before the outbreak of 
the conflict in 1948 and who. as a 
result of that conflict, lost both 
home and livelihood. Descen- 
dants of registered refugees who 
fulfil certain criteria are also elig- 
ible for assistance. And that is 
where the pressure on UNRWA 
services starts to show, because 
half the registered refugees are 
under 20.

One of his most recent 
tomes is a study of “The Song of 
Songs” (Doubleday 1977) • in 
which he suggests the poem is sol- 
ely a celebration of sexual love. 
Many scholars have sought 
allegorical interpretations of 
man’s love for his country in the 
more sensuous passages of the 
poem. Prof. Pope argues the 
essence of the “Song of Songs” is 
rooted in fertility rites of the 
ancient Near East. His exhaustive 
study convincingly proves this. 

Prof. Pope gave several public 
lectures in Aleppo, Damascus and 
Beirut. Many of these centred on 
the development of the alphabet 
and Ugarit’s contribution to tins 
phenomenon. 

“The discovery of the Ugaritic 
texts at Ras Shamra in 1929 
caused great excitement in certain 
drdes because they were the ear- 
liest known corpus of this dialect,” 
Prof. Pope said. “Prior to 
Schaffer’s excavations at Ras 
Shamra, we had material from 
Egypt containing early western 
Semitic names and places because 
the Egyptians had devised a 
means of spelling foreign names 
phonetically. 

“Before Ras Shamra there were 
thousands of texts from Mari writ- 
ten in the eastern Semitic lan- 
guage Akkadian, but personal 
names and deities were West 
Semitic. Since Mari was the chief 
source of western Semitic names, 
some people at that time referred 
to the inhabitants of Mari as east- 
ern Canaanites.” 

“What is exciting is that from 
Hama to the Khabur region there 
are hundreds of tells that may 
yield as many discoveries as have 
been made at Ugarit and Ebla.” 


In reference to a query about 
Ebla, Prof. Pope said it is too early 
to determine if Eblite is western or . 
eastern Semitic. “Let the experts 
decipher a few thousand of the 
recovered tablets before any pro- 
found decision is made,” he 
advised. 

Harking back to the Ugarit 
texts. Prof. Pope explained that 
from 1929 to 1939, the archives of 
an alphabetic script belonging to 
the western Semitic language were 
initially recovered at Ras Shamra. 
The tablets were not only business 
documents and lists of family 
names, but a body of religious 
poems with some tablets con- 
taining as many as 400 lines of 
poetry. 

■ Prof. Pope’s primary interest is 
Ugaritic mythological texts which 
he says hold a distinguished place 
in world literature in addition to 
their impact on Biblical studies. 

“Ugaritic was the language of 
the people and Akkadian was the 
script used for diplomatic cor- 
respondence,” Prof. Pope said. 

“We now know the professions 
and the business transactions of 
the pople, but I find the religious 
texts the most interesting. They 
are poetic and employ a system of 
'parallelism in that they say rhe 
same thing two or three times with

srooms have to be found some- 
how. Chronically short of funds, 
which come mainly as voluntary' 
contributions from governments, 
UNRWA cannot afford to build 
enough schoolrooms. 

More often it puts two schools 
in one building, with morning and 
afternoon shifts. About three 
quarters of UNRWA’s 628 
schools are used in this way. 
UNRWA nevertheless opened 
five new schools last year to avoid 
the need to run three shifts instead 
of two in some schools. 

Signs of population pressure are 
also found in the 6l camps where 
about a third of the registered 
Palestine refugees and some other 
displaced persons live in Jordan, 
Lebanon, Syria and the Israeli- 
occupied territories of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. The 
remaining two-thirds live outside 
camps among the local popu- 
lation. Their eligibility for 
UNRWA's health, education and 
relief services is not affected by 
whether they live in camps or out- 
side. 

In I95J, there were 276,000 
refugees in camps. There were 
421,000 in 1960 and 615,000 in 
1970 (including those in 10 
emergency camps established 
after the 1967 hostilities). During 
the past year the number of people 
living in Palestine refugee camps 
has risen by some 3 per cent and it 
is now approaching 700,000. 



UNRWA offers a wide range of social services to refugees both within camps and without. 

In Lebanon, it is estimated that 
an average of six or seven persons 
occupy shelters of one or two 
rooms there, and that most of the 
rooms are of some 10 square 
metres in area. 

In all areas served by UNRWA, 


a number of refugees have built 
additions to their shelters, at their 
own expense. 

The pressure of population 
growth also puts a strain on 
UNRWA's already over- 
burdened environmental services. 


More people in camps also mean 
the need for continually improved 
sanitation measures, better drain- 
age facilities and an increasing 
supply of potable water — a scarce 
commodity in many parts of the 
Middle East.

As to the task of deciphering 
Ugaritic. Prof. Pope said the 
experts familiar with Canaanite 
and the Sumero- Akkadian system 
of writing in wedge-shaped signs 
• detected word dividers, similar to 
other Semitic languages. After 
looking for certain signs that kept 
recurring, they were able to 
decipher the script. 

The Ugaritic letters were based 
on the Caoaanite linear alphabet. 
The Ugaritic alphabet utilised 
three alef signs; otherwise, the 
script was consonantal. 

Upon his return to Yale, Prof. 
Pope hopes to begin a book on the 
goddesses of the ancient Near 
East. 

“It is clear from the myths that 
the goddesses were dominant fig- 
ures,” he said. “One ancient text 
.describes the marriage of the West 
Semitic moon god and the East 
Semitic moon goddess. Obviously, 
the literary model reflects mar- 
riage customs of the time and 
women deities certainly carried 
weight, so, too, probably did their 
mortal counterparts.”

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Morocco, Spain to study bridging Straits of Gibraltar FORECAST FOR SUNDAY, JUNE 8, 1980 


RABAT, June 7 (R) - Morocco 
and Spain arc to farm a joint com- 
pany .to study the possibility of 
building a road and rail link fret- 
ween Europe and Africa across 
the Straits of Gibraltar. 

Linking die continents has been- 
,w yfr» r (- on^i rig r ation since Spanish 
Hxipaeei Laurent Valdeud first 
proposed the excavation of a tun- 
nel beneath the straits in 1869. 

Proposals since have included 
the laying of large steel tubes on 
the iseahedf and the construction 
of a suspension bridge suggested 
in 1936% a former Spanish minis- 
ter of public works, Mr. Alfonso 
Pena Boeuf. 

The latest proposal is to build a 
huge dam across the straits with 
roads and railways running along ' 


die top and channels attach end 
to allow the passage of shipping. 

. The idea b the brainchild of two 
Spanish engineers, Mr. Alejandro 
Goacoechea Omar and Mr. Julio 
Castro, who have made several 
visits to Morocco to discuss die 
project 

The dam would stretch the 25 
kilometres between Palotna Point 
near Algedras in Spain and 
Morocco's Cape Malabata, near 
Tangier. It would be 500 metres 
thick at the base, 150 metres thick 
at the crest and cany multi-lane 
highways and a railway. 

To allow the passage of ships 
between the Mediterranean and 
the Atlantic it is proposed to build 
two dmnn<»k spanned by small 
bridges at each side of the straits. 


According to Mr. Goicoechea 
the channels would not only allow 
the passage of ships but could also 
be equipped with turbines to gen- 
erate electricity from the east- 
west flux between the tidal 
Atalantic and the tideless 
Mediterranean. 

Spanish and Moroccan officials 
admit the technical problems 
involved are enormous and for the 
moment prefer not to discuss 
finance for the project. 

The cost of building the dam 
and its subsequent maintenance 
would be a major problem 
because at the moment passenger 
and freight traffic across the straits 
is relatively small. But the dam's 
promoters say traffic would 


increase enormously when the 
permanent road and rail link is 
established. 

The idea has the support of the 
'African Road Transport Con- 
ference held in Abidjan and the 
1977 Arab Transport Conference. 
Studies have shown that with the 
link, road transportation of many 
goods would be economical bet- 
ween Europe and places as far 
away as Nigeria. 

According to Mr. Mohammad . 
Kabbaj, head of the Moroccan 
side of the project, the joint com- * 
pany is to be set up after talks this 
month in Rabat with his Spanish 
counterpart Mr. Juan Antonio 
Gnitard, Spain's director of trans- 
port infrastructure.

ZURICH, June 7 (R)— Recycling 
surplus oil funds and the long bat- 
tle against world inflation are 
expected to be major topics when 
central bankers gather is Basle 
this weekend for foe annual meet- 
ing of the Bank for International 
Settlements (BIS). 

With OPEC surpluses expected 
to reach $80 to $120 billion this 
year due to oil price increases, 
inter natio nal banks are unlikely to 
be able to recycle all of it to deficit 
nations. Dus hits poorer non-oil 
developing countries particularly 
hard, since they already have large 
debts outstanding from the oil 
-price rises in 1973-74, and the big- 
international banks are reluctant 


to extend their risks with them 
further. 

Some governments have 
suggested international institu- 
tions such as the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) should step 
into the gap. But the IMF would 
have to raise extra funds to do this, 
and conditions which it has 
imposed on loans have in the past 
caused political trouble in some of 
the recipient countries. 

As for as inflation is concerned, 
the central bankers will be able to 
take some satisfaction that tight 
monetary policies adopted over 
foe past year are beginning to bite. 

A recession has started in the 
United States, which is likely to 


have a deflationary impact in most 
of the rest of the world, central 
bank sources said. 

But the question remains 
whether world-wide inflation 
rates can be brought down far 
enough before another economic 
upswing starts, foe sources said. 
This applied especially in coun- 
tries where inflation has been high 
so long that h had become almost 
a way of life, they added. 

The meeting is not likely to pro- 
duce any substantial new 
developments. This is partly 
because foreign exchange markets 
are calm and some of foe past per- 
sistent problems such as the U.S. 
b alan ce of payments deficit had 
been largely resolved. The ban- 


Russia, China sign Charter’ trade accord 


PEKING, June 7 (AP 1 )— ■ China 
and foe Soviet Union, at odds over 
alleged Soviet expansionism, 
signed a trade agreement yes- 
terday after more than one month 
of negotiations. Chinese and 
Soviet sources reported. 

Soviet sources said foe trade' 
volume would be slightly below 
last year's approximately $500 
millio n. The annual agreements 
are arranged to have trade exactly 
balance, so no cadi payments are 
involved. 

China's official Xinhua News 


Agency reported only that a 1980 
trade agreement had been signed 
by foe Soviet vice foreign trade 
ministerMr. Ivan Grishin and the 
Chinese foreign trade minister 
Mr. Zheng Tuooin. 

Xinhua said Chinese Foreign 
trade minister Li Qiang attended, 
the signing ceremony and met 
with Mr. Grishin, who -arrived 
Thursday to sign the agreements 
Mr. Zheng later gave a banquet 
for foe Soviet delegation, it added. 

The Soviet delegation of 
experts from the trade ministry 


arrived fin Peking on April 24, the ■ 
Soviet sources said. They said care 
and trucks would be among Soviet 
exports to China. Traditionally, 
they added, Soviet imports from 
China have included textiles, 
everyday goods, ores and metal. 

Talks on normalising China- 
Soviet relations opened in Mos- 
cow last October with a second 
round planned in Peking this year. 
But after the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan last December, the 
Chinese declared in January that 
to continue the talks now would be 
inappropriate.

The defenders started 
with three rounds of clubs, 
declarer ruffing the third 
round. One high spade was 
all that was needed to draw 
the opponents’ trumps, and 
all that remained was for 
declarer to hold his diamond 
losers to one. 

Since West had already 
shown up with the ace-king of 
dubs, declarer assumed that 
East held the king of 
diamonds. Therefore, he 
cashed the ace of diamonds 
and led a low diamond to the 
queen. West won the king 
and jack of diamonds for 
down one. 

By first cashing the ace of 
diamonds, declarer gave 
himself only a 50-50 chance of 
making the hand. This play 
couldn’t possibly gain. If East 
held the king of diamonds, 
declarer could accomplish his 
goal equally well by entering 
dummy and leading a low dia- 
mond to the qaeen. 

If the qaeen wins, the hand 
is over. As the cards lie, the 
queen loses to the king, but 
declarer still has another 
chance. He Wins any return 
in his hand and leads a low 
diamond to the ten. If West 
has the jack, the contract is 
still made. This line of play 
increases declarer's chanees 
from 50 percent to 75 percent 
—he makes the contract 
whenever East has the king 
of diamonds, or West has the 
jack.

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Carson wins again on Bireme 

■EPSOM, England, June 7 (R) - Scotsman Willie Carson, a genius 
at picking his big race mounts, completed the Derby-Oaks double 
here today with an easy victory aboard Bireme in the fillies* 
classic. 

■ Trainer Dick Hern has such a wealth of three-year-old talent in 
hi$ stable that Carson was on the horns of a dilemma twice this 
week. He chose right on Wednesday with Derby victor Henbit 
and hit the jackpot again today with Bireme, a two-length winner 
from the fast- finishing Vielle and Geoff Baxter. 

Bireme' s stable companion, the one-eyed filly The Dancer, 
faded to finish third after leading until two furlongs out. Quick As 
lightning, the 3-1 favourite after her 1,000 guineas triumph, 
failed to stay and finished fourth. 

Carson, grinning from ear to ear after bis triumphant week, said 
of Bireme: “She gave me a super ride. I was never in any doubt 
with her. She is a lovely filly with a long stride who just keeps 
finding it for me." 

The last trainer and jockey to complete the Derby-Oaks double 
were Sir Nod M uriess and Lesrer Piggott in 1 957. Piggott never 
had a ghost of a chance in today’s race, with his mount Forlene 
tailing off as the 11 -horse field swung into the straight. 

There was a moment of drama earlier this afternoon Vhen 
Piggott had his knee against the rati on the way to the start of 
another race. After a quick doctor's check, be went out to ride in 
the next race. 

The story of the Oaks was easy to tell. Ernie Johnson shot The 
Dancer into an early lead so that the filly, who is blind in one eye, 
could get a good view of the proceedings. 

She was still there two furlongs out when Bireme, who had 
always kept closely in touch, was brought out by Caison for a 
victory challenge. Vielle hung badly towards the rails when mak- 
ing her thrust but still failed by two lengths to pull back Bireme, 
winner of a £69.080 purse. 

Dick Hem said afterwards: “ WiJJie picked the right one again. I 
was completely neutral in both his choices. Before hand 1 didn't 
think there was much between Bireme and (unplaced) Shoot A 
Line.” 

Zapata retains WBC flyweight title 

SEOUL, June 7 (AP) — Panamanian Hilario Zapata retained his 
World Boxing Council light flyweight tide today with a unani- 
mous 15-round decision over South Korean challenger Kim Chi- 
bok. There were no knockdowns in the bout a! Moonhwa Gym- 


nasium before 3,000 tans. 

This was Zapata's first defence of the crown he wrested from 
Japan’s Shigeo Nakajima last March. Zapata. 21, weighed 48.9 
kilogrammes and Kim, 48.4 kilogrammes. 

The taller champiorr constantly punished his Korean opponent 
with a flurry of lefts and rights to the face by folly taking advantage 
of bis longer reach and speed. Tbc champion dominated the fight 
except for tbe 11th and final rounds in which the challanger 
appeared to fight even by fighting back. • 

Kim repeatedly attempted to dose in but was frequently 
thwarted by Zapata who effectively managed to keep the chal- 
lenger at bay. 

American referee Richard Steele scored the fight 149-138, 
Panamanian Judge Harmodio Cedeno 149-140 and Korean 
Judge Chung Yung-sop 149-139, all in favour of Zapata. This was 
Zapata’s 1 2th win against one loss. He now has a record of seven 
wins, two draws and two losses. 

Solo Atlantic race starts at Plymouth 

PLYMOUTH, England, June 7 (AP) — A great fleet of ocean 
racing yachts from 17 countries assembled in Plymouth today for 
the 4,800 kilometres Atlantic ocean singlehanded race to New- 
port, Rhode Island. The starting gun was timed for 1 p.m. GMT. 

Three hours before the start the race sponsors said that 90 
yachts of 17 nationalities were ready to go. The fleet was setting 
sail on the 20th anniversary of tbe first race when oniy five yachts 
took part, racing to New York. 

The winner of the first race in 1960, in 40 days, was Britain's 
Gipsy Moth II crewed by Francis Chichester. He was knighted in 
1967 after sailing singlehanded around the world in Gipsy Moth 
IV. He died two months after being taken off his boat in mid- 
ocean in the 1972 race. 

The first race started with a bet of hatf-a-crown (then worth 70 
U.S. cents) between Chichester and Lt. Col. H.G. Hasier, who 
said an east to west Atlantic race into the teeth of prevailing winds 
and currents would be a good test of a singlehander. 

From tbe start the race has been sponsored by the Royal West- 
ern Yacht Gub in Plymouth and the Sunday Observer newspaper 
in London. 

There were 15 entries in the second race in 1964, 35 in 1968, 55 
in 1972 and 125 in 1976. The last race was the first in which lives 
were lost: American Mike Flanagan’s yacht Galloping Gael was 
discovered in mid-ocean with no sign of the skipper and it was 
presumed he had fallen overboard. Mike McMullen of Britain and 
his boat Three Cheers disappeared. 

The record for the crossing was 20 days 13% hours by French- 
man Alain Colas aboard Pen Duick IV in 1972.

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Record unemployment 
adds to Carter’s woes 


WASHINGTON, Jane 7 (ft) - The U.S. jobless rate has 
jumped to its highest level since President Carter took office, 
adding to bis already severe political problems in the middle of 
an election year. 

A government announcement 
yesterday that unemployment 
soared last month to 7.8 per cent 
from seven per cent in April could 
scarcely have come at a worse time 
for Mr. Carter.

Instead Mr. Kennedy won five 
of the primaries, including con- 
tests in the major states of 
California and New Jersey. 

The president collected more 
than enough delegates to gain the 
nomination in August but Mr. 


Kennedy refused to concede 
defeat and vowed to battle on to 
the convention, raising the pros- 
pect of a major party split. 

The liberal Massachusetts 
senator has laid heavy stress on 
economic issues as the business 
recession has deepened, accusing 
the president of deliberately 
engineering a painful slump in 2 m 
effort to bring inflation under con- 
trol. 

The inflation rate has in fact 
declined from its recent high of 1 8 
per cent to about 1 1 per cent, but 
Mr. Carter, who earlier said he 
expected the recession to be mild 
and short, has had to concede that 
his original forecast was optimis- 
tic. 

High unemployment tends to 
hurt most the very people who 
form the natural base of support 
for Democratic candidates, 
including racial and ethnic, 
minorities and union workers. 

Without their backing the

Turkish-Cypriots reject U.N. 
effort to restart Cyprus talks 

NICOSIA. June 7 (R) — Turkish-Cypriot leaders have rejected a 
United Nations initiative to restart talks on the problems of the 
divided Mediterranean island, UN. special envoy Javier Perez de 
Cuellar said today. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar ended a day and a half of shuttle diplomacy 
between Cypriot President Spyros Kyprianou and Turkish-Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash without any agreement on a proposed formula 
for resuming talks between the two communities. 

“I have to say that the Greek -Cypriots accepted the ideas and the 
Turkish-Cypriot side, for reasons which of course I respect, rejected 
them.” the U.N. envoy told reporters after a final visit to President 
Kyprianou. ‘‘Yesterday I was of the impression that they had 
accepted the ideas, but this morning my impressions proved wrong." 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar arrived in Cyprus yesterday and spent the day 
in a series of meetings with President Kyprianou and Mr. Denktash. 
But a final meeting with Mr. Denktash and other Turkish-Cypriot 
leaders this morning made dear that they rejected the latest U.N. 
initiative, he said. 

He declined to go into detail about the reasons for the Turkish- 
Cypriot rejection, or to explain what the proposals were. But he said 
they involved an opening statement to be made by a U.N. rep- 
resentative at the resumption of talks between the two communities 
setting out common ground reached previously by the two sides.

Mr. Carter argued that the 
measure was needed to show the 
world that the United States, 
where petrol prices are still rela- 
tively low, is serious about saving 
energy. 

It would also have raised about 
$10 billion in revenues to balance 
the 19S1 budget. 

The White House said after 
Congress doomed the measure 
yesterday that the president was 
considering alternatives to the fee 
but had not decided on anything. 


New Hebrides government asks 
Britain, France to send troops 


VILA, New Hebrides. June / ^R) — The New 
Hebrides government has fomallv asked Britain 
and France to send troops to put down a secession 
rebellion on the island of Espiritu Santo, chief 
minister Father Walter Lini said tonight. 

The New Hebrides government made the 
request in letters handed to the British and French 
resident commissioners in Vila after an 
emergency cabinet meeting today. Father Lini 
told Australian Associated Press. 

Faiher Lini said he understood that a French 
mobile unit was on standby in New Caledonia, and 
British troops could be sent to the New Hebrides 
from Hong Kong if needed. If the French gov- 
ernment did not agree to take pan in a military 
operation to end the rebellion on Espiritu Santo, 
he would ask Britain to act unilaterally. 

"Britain and France are responsible for law and 
order, and for maintaining internal security 

Faiher Lini said his government had given up all 
hope of negotiating a settlement with the sec- 
essionists. who took over the island last week in an 
apparent bid to set up an economy free of gov- 
ernment controls. 

The rebels, led by plantation owner Mr. Jimmy 
Stevens, seized the police station on Espiriru 
Santo in the earlv hours of May 28, capturing 


police firearms. They held hostage the island's 
district commissioner, district police chief and 
eight policemen until today, when they were 
placed on board a launch' and allowed to leave for 
Vila, the territory's capital, which is on the island 
of Efate 150 miles south of Espiritu Santo: 

Release of the hostages had been a pre- 
condition for talks set in an ultimatum by the 
government in Vila. The deadl in e in the 
ultimatum expired at midnight last night. 

"As far as the government is concerned, we 
gave a deadline for the release of the hostages, but 
also for the rebels to leave their arms and go back 
to their villages,” Father Lini said tonight. "They 
have not done that.” 

"As far as we are concerned, it is dear that they 
do not want negotiations — they want con- 
frontation,” he said. 

Father Lini said he expected to receive a reply 
from the two governments soon, although he had 
not set any deadline for a response. 

While he had received no commitment from the 
British and French resident commissioner in the 
New Hebrides, which is due to become inde- 
pendent on July 30, they had indicated that troops 
were available and on standby in case the two 
governments agreed to intervene, he said.

U.S. official’s speech on China policy 
leaves Washington’s stance uncertain 


WASHINGTON. June 7 1 R) - A 
speech by a senior U.S. official on 
American policy towards China 
has led to a high-level dispute 
within the State Department and 
caused confusion about the Carter 
administration's stance. 

Mr. Richard Holbrooke, assis- 
tant secretary of state for East 
Asian affairs, said this week that a 
policy of even-handed “triangular 
diplomacy” with Peking and Mos- 
cow was no longer an adequate 
framework in which to view rela- 
tions with China. 

Some news reports of the 


speech said he had formally buried 
the policy of balanced relations. 

In Peking, Chinese Vice- 
Premier Deng Xiaoping reacted to 
a radio report of the speech by- 
expressing satisfaction, inter- 
preting it as meaning that the 
United States would give pre- 
ference to Peking over Moscow in 
future dealings. 

At the State Department, the 
reaction was confusion and anger 
that this signal should have been 
sent. 

“It makes us look stupid once 
again,'' one official told Reuters. 


South Korea extends rebels’ deadline 


MOSCOW, June 7 (R) - Indian 
Foreign Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao today ended a five-day visit to. 
Moscow having foiled to shift 
Soviet leaders from their uncom- 
promising stand on Afghanistan. 

He was the second non- 
communist foreign minister, fol- 
lowing Sweden's Ola UUsten last 
month; to visit Moscow in an 
attempt to break the impasse fol- 
lowing the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan last December. 

Speaking after a meeting yes- 
terday with President Leonid 
Brezhnev, Mr. Rao said his talks 
bad brought “a dearer under- 
standing of each other's views.” 

Bui he stressed India's concern 
that “countries in our neighbour- 
hood should maintain and pre- 
serve their sovereignty arid non- 
alignment.” 

When he arrived last Tuesday, 
Mr. Rao said his country wanted 
to see “a secure and stable 
Afghanistan with a government 
effectively able to pursue its trad- 
itional non-aligned foreign policy 
and cherish its sovereignty and 
independence." 

But the lack of Soviet response 
to these ideas was underscored by 
the failure of the Soviet press to 
report Mr. Rao's remarks in its 


coverage of his visit. 

The Indian government has said 
it believes diplomacy rather than 
condemnation and pressure is the 
best way of securing a Soviet 
military withdrawal from 
Afghanistan. 

Statements by Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev and Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, who 
today saw Mr. Rao off at Mos- 
cow’s Vnukovo airport, indicated 
that the Kremlin was still firmly 
opposed to any attempt to reach 
an internal compromise in 
Afghanistan. 

The Kremlin leaders have said 
they want to see a political set- 
tlement of the situation around 
Afghanistan along lines proposed 
by the pro-Moscow government in 
Kabul on May 14. 

The government of Prime . 
Minister Babrak Karmal called for 
normalisation of relations with 
neighbouring Iran and Pakistan as 
the basis few a settlement. 

During Mr. Rao's visit, the 
Soviet press increased calls on 
Pakistani President Zia Ul Haq to 
drop his “unrealistic approach” to 
relations with Afghanistan and 
accept Mr. Kannal’s offer of direct 
talks. 


SEOUL, June 7 ( AP) — South 
Korea's martial law command 
announced today a ten-day exten- 
sion of its deadline for turning in 
weapons and explosives stolen 
from military and police posts dur- 
ing recent civil disturbances in 
Kwangju south of here. 

The command had originally 
called on resisters to turn in arms 
from May 29 to June 7. Para- 
troopers recaptured the provincial 
capital in a pre-dawn attack on 
May 27. 

Martial law commander Gen- 
eral Lee Hee-sung, decreeing the 
extension, renewed his promise 
that no punitive action would be 
taken against those who turned in 
arms, ammunition and explosives 
by the new deadline of June 17. 
He also offered a reward to any- 
one who would report hidden 
arras to the authorities. 

He warned, however, that his 
command would launch extensive 
searches after the next deadline 
and mete out stem punishment, 
through court martial, against 
those arrested. 


Gen. Lee said most of the arms 
sought had been recovered. He 
did not elaborate. 

The command so far has not 
divulged the number of fugitives 
from the Kwangju disturbance, 
but it released a roster of 21 stu- 
dents and others wanted in con- 
nection with the May disturbance 
and preceding anii-govemment 
student demonstrations in Seoul. 

The latest official death toll in 
the nine days of the Kwangju dis- 
turbance is 1 74 — 148 civilians, 22 
soldiers and four police. 

The command has reported that 
of 1,740 persons arrested in 
Kwangju, all but 524 have been 
freed. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Kira Jong-pil, 
the arrested leader of South 
Korea's Democratic Republican 
Party, has not been released by 
martial law authorities, his aide 
said today. 

He was commenting on a 
Japanese newspaper report that 
said Mr. Kim had been freed. No 
government or martial law offi- 


cials were available for comment. 

Mr. Kim. right-hand man of the 
assassinated President Park

years of rule, was among about 25 
politicians arrested on May 1 7 in a 
crackdown on anti-government 
demonstrations.

Showing Soviet missiles headed for N. America 

U.S. defence officials concerned about 
second computer mix-up in 7 months 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (R) - 
For the second time in seven 
months, U.S. defence officials are 
trying to find out why a highly 
sophisticated computer mal- 
functioned and Bashed the chillin g 
warning that North America was 
under Soviet missile fire. 

On both occasions, last Nov. 9 
and Tuesday of this past week, it 
meant a few scary minutes. 

Early on Tuesday, while a flurry 
of checks were run by U.S. offi- 
cials, American B-52 nuclear 
bombers and Boeing 707s 
designed as airborne command 
posts for the president and other 
top aides were ready to roar into 
the air. 

But the warning, which flashed 
on computer display panels at the 
Pentagon and Strategic Air Com- 
mand (SAC) headquarters in 
Nebraska, was proved false and 
the automatic precautionary alert 
was called off three minutes after 
it began. 

Officials hope to find out within 
the next few days why the com- 
puter erred, and they hope that it 
will never happen again. 

The previous error on Nov. 9> 
forced a six- minute alert and ten. 

U.S. and Canadian mterce_ 

aircraft scrambled into the air. “A 


mechanical glitch” was how the 
Pentagon ultimately described the 
cause of that incident, which 
occurred when a test tape simulat- 
ing a missile attack was put out 
accidentally by a computer at the 
North American Defence Com- 
mand (Norad). 

The Pentagon said the problem 
had been fixed to make sore there 
would be no recurrence. But last 
week's incident could lead to a 
re-evaluation of the reliability of 
the present warning system. 

“The fact that we had another 
computer false alarm in a matter 
of months is something that causes 
us concern and we are aggressively 
attempting to solve that prob- 
lem,” Pentagon spokesman Tom 
Ross said this week. 

He said the United States was 
“not remotely dose” to foundling 
missiles and bombers at the Soviet 
Union. Various data were always 
evaluated and all would have to 
show a missile attack was under 
•way before any retaliatory action 
was ordered. 

The “fail-safe” check list 
indudes data from sources which 
indude satellites equipped to 
detect heat signals from burning 
missile .fuel and ballistic mfoafe 
warning stations at Thule in 


Greenland, in Alaska and at Fly- 
ing Dales, England. 

All the information is run 
through computer banks at Norad 
headquarters near Colorado 
Springs. Colorado, staffed by 
Americans and Canadians. 

The national military command 
centre under the Pentagon and the 
White House “situation room,” as 
well as other key wings of the 
armed forces, are fed instan- 
taneous displays of all information 
and the results. 

President Carter, who has to 
order any retaliatory strike, and 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
were told about this week’s inci- 
dent after it was checked out and 
found to be false.
